A JOINT RESOLUTION Proposiug an
Amendment to Article V of the Consti-
tution of the State of Florida Relative
to the Judiciary Department.

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the
State of Florida:

That the following amendment to Arti-
cle V of the Constitution of the State of
Florida relative to the Judiciary Depart-
ment, to be numbered Section 42 of said
Article V, be and the same is hereby
agreed to and shall be submitted to the
electors of the State at the general elec-
tion to be held on the first Tuesday atter
the first Monday in November, A, D, 1912,
for ratification or rejection, to-wit:

Sec. 42. There shall be another Judge
of the Circuit Court of Duval County in
addition to the Circuit Judge of the cir-
cuit in which said county is situated.
Such additional Uircuit Judge shall be
appointed by the Governor and confirm-
by the Senate, and shall hold office for
six (6) years, and shall receive the same
salary and allowance for expenses as oth-
er Circuit Judges. but the same shall be
paid by the County of Duval out of the
general revenue of said county. Heshall
have all the powers and perform all the
duties that are or may be provided or
prescribed by the Constitution or by
Statute for Circuit Judges, and all stat-
utes concerning Circuit Judges shall ap-
ply to him The distribution of the bus-
iness of the Cireuit Court of Duval Coun-
t{ between the two Circuit Judges and
the allotment or assignment of matters
and cases to be heard, decided, ordered,
tried, decreed or adjudged shall be con-
trolled or made whén necessary by the
Judge of said Court who shall have the
older cO'nmlsmont in force at the time.
Such additional Circuit Judge shall re-
side in Duval County.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Proposing an
Amendment to Article 12 of the Consti-
tution of the State of Florida, Relative
to Education, to be Known as Section
17 of Said Article; Providing for the Is-
suance of Bonds by Special Tax School
Districts, for the Exclusive Use of Pub-

That the following amendment to Ar-
ticle 12 of the Constitution of the State
of Klorida, to be known as Section 17 of

jt.lm |year A. D. 1912, for ratification or re-

ection,

Sec. 17. The Legislature may provide
fur Special Tax School Districts, to Issue
bonds for the exclusive use of public free
schools within any such Special Tax
School District, when ever a majority of
the qualified electors thereof, who are
freeholders, shall vote in favor of the is-
suance of such bonds.

Whenever anv such Special Tax School
District has voted in favor of the issn-
ance of such bonds, a tax not to exceed
five mills on the dollar, in any one year,
on the taxable proverty within the dis-
trict voting for the issne of bonds shall
be levied in accordance with law provid-
ing for the levying of taxes, to become 2
fund for the payment of the interest and
redemption of such bonds.

That Section Seventeen (17) of said Ar-
ticle Three (3) shall be amended so as to

Sectlon 17. Every bill passed by the
Lemlalnure shall be read by its title on
its first reading in either House, unless
one-third of the members present desire
it read by sections. Every bill shall be
read on three several days, unless two-
thirds of the members present when such
bill mus be pending shall deem it expedi-
ent to dispense with this rule very
bill shall be read by its tions on fits
second reading and on {ts final passage,
unless on its second reading two-thirds
of the members present in the House
where such bill may be pend ‘shall
deem it expedient to dlsronm with this
rule. The vote on the final passage of
every bill or joint resolution shall be tak-
en by yeas and nays, to be entered on the
Journal of each House; Provided, That
any general revision of the entire laws
embodied in any bill shall not be nir-
ed to be read by sections upon its final
smue. and its reading may be wholly

ln?omed with by & two-thirds vote. A
majority of the members present in each
House shall be. necessary to every
bill or joint resolution. All b"ls or Aolnt
résolutions so passed shall be signed by
the presiding officer of the respective
Houses and b{ the Secretary of the Sen-
ate and the Clerk of the House of Repre-
sentatives,

The votes cast 1n compliance with said
pro amendments, and the canvass
declarations and returns thereof, shall

be subjected to the same lations and
restrictions as are provid by #w for
general elections In the State of Florida.
